Sir Stafford Cripps, on behalf of the 
Labour Party. said that they would give the 
bill their whole-hearted support. 

Sir J. Walker Smith, Conservative member 
fo: Barrow-in-Furness, moved the réjection of 
the bill on the ground that it was both un- 
necessary and premature.

I Have often thought that February is 
an unfortunate month, in more ways than 
one. It is usually blamed for wet 
weather, but earns no praise should it be 
fine, since, according to a Scottish pro- 
verb, “ all the other months of the year 
curse a fair February.” January and 
February were introduced into the Roman 
calendar by Numa _ Pompilius, who 
arranged that February should have only 
twenty-nine days, except in leap year, 
when it was to have thirty. When 
Augustus chose to add a thirty-first day 
to ‘August, in order to confer dignity on 
his own particular month, he took it from 
February. Again, in the modern arrange- 
mént, it-was found necessary to drop a day 
out of every century, with the exception 
of those of which the ordinal number could 
be divided by four, and the calendar- 
makers turned to February again. It had 
only twenty-eight days in 1800 and 1900, 
for example, although they were, in the 
ordinaty sense, leap years, but it will 
have twenty-nine in the year 2000.

A Papal Villa. 


Some time ago I commented on the facs 
that Pope Pius XI., who on Saturday 
next will celebrate the tenth anniversary 
of his election to the Pontificate, had 
decided upon the establishment of a model 
farm at the Papal villa of Castel 
Gandolfo. Now it is announced that 
during the summer the Pope will resume 
the custom’ abandoned for sixty years, and 
will spend the warm months at this estate. 
At the moment some six: hundred: work- 
men are engaged an repairing the villa 
which, of course, forms an integra] part 
of the Vatfean State, and enjoys all the 
rights and immunities reserved. to that 
State. It is in a very bad state of repair, 
having: been virtually uninhabited ‘since 
1870, and lacks ‘many modern .. con- 
veniences. -Some portions_of the villa are 
being entirely rebuilt, and a new wing is 
being added. to prévide bedrooms and re: 
ception rooms for the intreased numbers 
of the Papal Court. All the floors are 
being relaid, the roof is being renewed, 
walls are being reinforced, and new bath- 
rooms and a new heating plant are being 
installed. Signor Marconi’s new system of 


wireless telephoné, which uses ultra short 
waves, will be applied in a practical 
fashion between the Vatican and: the 
Papal villa. 


Historical Repetitions. 


That history repeats itself in the evolu- 
tion of transport, as in most.other things, 
is only too apparent in some current indus. 
trial problems. The seventeenth century 
saw a violent outcry against the - new 
hackney coaches on the part of the Thames 
watermen, who.saw their custom and live- 
lihood going to the roads. In the 1830's 
the road coaches feared and resented the 
rise of the railways. Now the 1930's wit- 
ness the clash between a new form of road 
transport and this long-standing mono. 
poly.- The influence of the seventeenth 
century stage coach on social custom, as 
indicated in the following contemporary 
plaint, which I came across the other day, 
might almost (but not quite) apply to 
our own motor age: 

‘These stage coaches ‘make gentle- 
men come to London upon every small 
occasion, which otherwise: they would 
not do but upon urgent necessity ; nay, 
the conveniency of the passage makes 
their wives often come up, who rather 
than come such long journeys on horse- 
back. would stay at home. Here, when 
they’ come to town, they must needs be 
in- the mode, get fine clothes, go to 
plays and treats, and get such a habit 
of idleness and love of plasure that they 
are uneasy ever after at being at home, 
and unfit to look “after their country 
affairs ”' 

It is not too far-fetched to suggest that 
long before another century has passed 
the controversy will be revived, not from 
water, road, or rail, but from the air.

The shetoric with which Sir Frank Benson 
mvests Shylock and the wealth of gesture 
which goes to his portrayal, would have done 
credit to a young uctor in the first. flush of 
Shakespearian repertory..

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HOUSING AND BEAUTY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE. IRISH TIMES 
Sir,—Your leading article termed -‘ Hous- 
ing and Beauty” brings to mind the able 
ylea put forward more than a year ago by 
Dr. Bodkin for the recognition of art as an 
aid to national prosperity. Within the last 
year we have seen the end of the orig. 
strike, the passage of the Housing Act, an 
we have heard much talk of town-planning. 
We have also seen; all over the face of 
what we would wish to call our beautiful 
country, houses and cottages cropping up 
in their thousands, These recent. buildings 
have seldom been a success artistically; the 
beautiful cne—nay, even the passable one— 
is the exception, and many are positive blots 
on the scene. 
The Government has wisely instituted a 
Censorship of Films—why not a Censorship 
of Buildings? Unpleasant ‘‘ movies’’ fade, 
in filmlike fashion, from the normally healthy 
mind, but ugliness in structure cannot fade ; 
it remains, alas! a perpetual and depressing 
monument to our El oig of taste. Could 
not the Government be asked to form a com- 
mittee of architects and artists, etc. for 
the better designing of our buildings? To 
this committee an intending builder would 
have to submit a description of the site and 
finished drawing of the hut, cottage, house 
or business-place before he could pruceed 
with its construction. It is possible that 
some society would offer a prize for the most 
approved example of its class yearly. 

Tous article remarks that the Free State 
has a comparatively clean slate—to inany 
eople it seems already too late to save our 
Jublin beauty spots. ‘Howth and Killiney 
have, indeed, suffered from the multifarious 
depredations of any kind of building and 
any kind of builder. There remain, how- 
ever, large tracts in the south and west 
which might for all time be a_ veritable 
paradise of scenery if artistic building and 
planting wer2 alone allowed. ; 

It is interesting to note how very universal 
taste 1s among educated people. [or instance, 
if Dublin examples are taken, Ailesbury 
road and Eglinton road are »oa-is with good 
houses; yet, among a céistis of indifferent 
opinions it is likely that No. 7 in the one 
and No. 20 in the other would be considered 
to possess the most charming exterior. Again, 
to take an example of the unpleasing, few 
persons would be found to admire the back 
of Milltown Station. One remembers sadly 
how many of the new Irish houses whic 
are just removed above the single-storied 
cottage boast the same gaunt proportions as 
this severe little station. 

The writer had the opportunity lately of 
comparing the country between Cork and 
Killarney with large areas in Sussex, Hamp- 
shire, Devon and: Cornwall. It was almost 
tragic to an Irishwoman to note how our 
much more lovely scenery has to endure a 
greater disfigurement in its buildings than 
anything observed in the English shires. This 
refers to new buildings entirely, as it would 
not be fair to compare the lovely and pros- 
perous old Devonshire cottages with our poor, 
though sometimes equally picturesque, Irish 
cabins. The Irish builder does not seem to 
be able to break away from the most for- 
bidding and box-like house.. Land in the 
south-west is not a consideration; yet the 
houses are reared into the air in upright 
oblongs. If turned the other way, the house 
would at once present the pleasanter aspect of 
a spreading bungalow. On the same prin- 
ciple, a window, if put into a room so as to 
attain the greatest possible width rather than 
the greatest height, is generally more beauti- 
ful, and, under most conditions, gives as 
much light. There may be more cost in the 


narrow ones, but stairs would be saved and, 
perhaps, deeper foundations. 

Your correspondent of January 28th con- 
trasted our stately Georgian. houses with the 
“bungaloid growths” of to-day. Though 
the former give dignity and a restful appear- 
ance to a city, their imitation in the suburbs 
often produces only a gloomy grimness, and, 
if perched in a wild and country setting, they 
seem altogether unsuitable. A single Geor- 
gian. house requires at least the well-kept 

ark of an ancient mansion. One notices a 
‘lack of imagination in the arrangement of 
the houses in the Irish villages. They lie in

THE LAND ANNUITIES., 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sirn,—The three aspects through which 
Fianna «Fail asks the ‘electors to consider 
their case for the retention “of the land an- 
nuities aré .all. equally dishonest, but the 
most absurd is the “ historical’ aspect.” This 
was expounded again by Senator Comyn in 
the Senate on Thursday last. If it were not 
for the fact that many people are so ignorant 
of Jrish history as to be deceived by it, 1 
would not seriously discuss it. The F.anna 
Fail contention is that, the land of Ireland 
having been confiscated in the seventeenth 
century, the people who lived on as tenants 
under the new owners were not bound to 
pay rent, as they by right owned the land, 
and. hence are not bound to pay back the 
holders of Irish Land Stock who lent them 
the money to buy out the holdings on which 
they happened to live. Now, who are, or 
were, they? 

Let us begin at the beginning. The pre- 
historic inhabitants of Ireland were prin- 
cipally dwarfish, dark people, called Fir- 
bolgs and. Picts, who successively used 
stone, coppér and bronze weapons. About 
the fourth century, B.C., there came Celts, 
or Gaels, as they are called in Ireland, who, 
with their superior iron, broke the heads of 
the savage’ people they found here, or drove 
them gradually to the extreme west, where 
it is said traces of them may still be found. 

ble, who set up 
an ascendancy- of. the worst description. 
They held the country intact until certain 
Scandinavians raided their coasts and estab- 
lished. themselves around it during the 
eighth, ninth and tenth centuries. With 
these the Celts carried on a continuous war- 
fare, but they intermarried when the pagans 
had become Christians. Then in the 
twelfth century came the Normans, with 
and religious 
zeal, and. conquered a great part of the 
country. Then the English followed them. 
and brought the whole country into sub- 
os to England. It thus remained until 
1921. 

The English carried out several confisca 
tions, notably those under the Tudors, James 
L and the Commonwealth. In these con 
fiscations the descendants alike of Norman, 
old English and Gaelic were deprived of 
their lands, and new English were planted 
on them. Sometimes these  confiscations 
were largely redistributions, as in the case 
of North Wexford under James I., when 
Gaelic’ chieftains showed themselves quite 
as ready as any hungry undertaker “ to 
grab ” the land of. their poorer brothers 
and become landlords.. The right of conquest 
has always been maintained, and on that 
principle the map of Europe was remade 
after,the Great War. : 

Who will decide who are the rightful 
owners of the land of Ireland’? The only 
logical. conclusion to the Fianna Fail his 
torical aspect is to go back to the Picts and 
Firbolgs. This is the stuff by which Fianna 
Fail hopes to delude the people to get their

Brothers-In-Law Accused.

T a Special Court which was held in 
A Castlewellan to-day, Henry Lavery 
and John Tierney, brothers-in-law, of 
Meadow lane, Annsboro’, were charged on 
renand in connection with the murder of 
Mary Morgan (77), who was thot on the 
doorstep of her house at Ballylough, County | 


Down. 

Mr. H. H. Mussen, Crown Solicitor, said | 
that the Crown connected the prisoners with 
the crime through a statement made by 
Tierney previous to the murder to a witness 


who would be called, This statement was to 


the efiect that Lavery and Tiergey had raided 
the deceased woman a house, it was “a 
wash-out, bat they. would give W a: Tua 
again,” Mr. Mussen said that robbery was 
the motive for the crime. 

Dealing with the actual murder, Mr. 
Mussen said that about’6.20%6n the tre | 
of the crime Mary Morgan, the decease 
woman; Frank O'Hare, and a boy named 
McCann, were sitting at the fire in the 
kitchen of her house. She went to the door, 
and as she opened it a shot rang-out, and she 
icll, mortally wounded. O’Hare noticed a 
masked man with a smoking gun in his 
hand looking in at the door. 

Police investigations resulted in the finding 
of a beret, in which two holes, presumably 
eye-holes, had been cut, and an old jacket, 
near the scene of the crime. The beret, Mr. 
Mussen said, would be identified as one left in 
the house in Castlewellan where Lavery 
resided at the time, The jacket ‘would be 
identified as being similar to one lent to 
Tierney's wife. Evidence would be given: of 
the finding of the buillet which killed the 
woman. It was a bullet fired from a revolyer 
similar to that which several witnesses would 
prove they saw with Lavery in November 
ut which was now missing, ; 

Francis O'Hare then gave evidence.

THE PROBLEM, 


The Act of 1853 was one of the finest Acts 
on the Statute Beok, and would prove, if 
worked, a blessing and a boon to the whole 
country, but its administration had become a 
seandal. The problem was not merely that 
of changing the personnel of the Bench, but 
also the whole policy that lay behind the 
Bench.

Is It Peace? 

Yesterday may be remembered as an 
outstanding date in history; for it was 
marked by two momentous beg nnings. 
The Conference for the Limitation and 
Reduction of Armaments was opened at 
Geneva, and the Imperial Parliament 
assembled for the re-shaping of Britain's 
economic policy. On first view, the 
coincidence seems to be of bad omen. The 
idea of disarmament, is unity, confidence 
and co-operation among the peoples of the 
earth; but the immediate effect of Great 
Britain’s conversion to tariffs must be 
an intensified war of trade. The concepts 
of disarmament and tariffs are opposite, 
and, if Britain’s new policy really meant 
tariffs for the sake of tariffs, the world’s 
outlook would be almost desperate. 
Fortunately, we know that the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer’s proposals to-morrow 
will have two aims—to meet Britain’s 
instant necessities, and to be a reductio 
ad absurdum of the economic follies 
which are killing trade in all the 
continents. As a permanent source of 
British wealth and power, the new tariffs 
must be a broken reed; as a means 
towards the ending of all tariffs and the 
restoration of international sanity, they 
may become the world’s salvation. It is 
certain, at least, that Mr. Chamberlain's 
proposals must make the continued pay- 
ment of war debts and reparations 
definitely impossible. During the present 
week the Housesof Commons will vote not 
only for a ten per cent. revenue tariff, but 
for that general discharge of burdens 
which contains the world’s chief hope of 
survival. R ' 

We record a further coineidence, and it 
is a devastating irony. At the moment 
when Mr. Arthur Henderson took the 
chair at Geneva Japanese troops were 
encircling Shanghai and Japanese war- 
ships were bombarding Nanking. Never- 
theless, Japan is a member of the League 
of Nations and sits on one of the three 
committees which the Disarmament Con 
ference ‘appointed yesterday. The con- 
tradiction gives a touch of the ridiculous 
to the pomp of yesterday's proceedings -t 
Geneva.

The Church of England in recent years 
has devoted much attention to the housing 
of the poor, and several successful improve- 
ment schemes have been the direct, and 
indirect, results of its efforts. Last Mon- 
day the spring session of the Church 
Assembly was opened at Westminster, 
under the chairmanship-of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, and the few modifications 
in outlook which could be traced were due 
to new conditions rather than to any 
waning of interest in this most urgent 
of all social questions. Presenting the 
report of the Social and Industria! 


Commission, the Bishop of London said ' 


that housing im London and in the 
country admitted of no economy. He 
moved a resolution that “all well- 
considered housing schemes for the poorest 
people should be continued,’’ and this 
resolution was carried unanimously, with 
only the slightest alteration. In the 
meanwhile, however, some interesting 
views were expressed, notably by the 
Bishop of Durham, Dr. Henson stressed 
the need to realise more fully the 
complexities which must be faced. The 
chief difficulty, he showed, was the more 
fluid nature of the population. For 
some time industry in England has been 
manifesting a tendency to move from north 
In this regard Dr. Henson cited 
the example of his own diocese. He 
admitted that housing in Northumberland 
and Durham was the worst in the land, and 
he attributed this unhappy condition of 
affairs to the number of houses which had 
been left vacant by migrating workers. 
How, in such circumstances, he asked, 


could .Jocal authorities. be expected, to |: 


pledge public credit in fresh building 
schemes? The empty houses, of course, in 
no way relieve the situation, since they are 
empty only because they are in the wrong 
place, having been built in the first flush 
of post-war enthusiasm for people who 
need them no longer. Such southern drift 
naturally is increasing congestion in 
London, where, as the Bishop of South- 
wark stated, 100,000 people are living in 
unhealthy basements, in spite of all 
that has been done lately to afford 
accommodation. No doubt, if there is 
any revival of trade, this 
of a floating population will stabilise 
itself to some extent. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Fremantle, M.P., pleaded for more 
voluntary help, and criticised State 
subsidies, which, as he claimed, frequently 
failed to achieve results commensurate 
with the expenditure. There is some reason 
in his argument, and undoubtedly it is 
true that the greatest improvement has 
been noticed in those boroughs where the 
authorities have followed in the wake of 
the public utility companies. Here the 
Church’s inspiration will be invaluable.

SIGNIFICANCE OF A NAME, 


The preacher was the Right Rev. Dr. 
Peacocke, Bishop of Derr Taking as his 
text, ‘‘ Thou shalt be called by a new name ' 
(Isaiah Ixii., 2) he ete that in our common 
use the term ‘‘name’’ was only the algebraic 
sign, by which one person was distinguished 
from another, but its use in Holy Scripture 
went much deeper. Nature and character were 
implied by “name.” In both Old and New 
Testaments they often found new names given 
to men to signify some big change—some 
fresh development. One among them came 
to be calle that day by a new name— 
“ bishop.” Even his signature would attest 
the change. From the Apostles’ days there 
had been these orders of ministers in Christ s 
Church—bishops, priests and deacons, That 
was a certain historia! fact. All down those 


hishops, to perform certain high and holy 
functions. 

He did not say that there could be no 
Church of Christ ‘without bishops—that they 
were, in technical language, of the esse of the 
Church. He did not t ink that their necessity 
could be proved from Scripture—their final 
test. He did not think that their necessity 
could be proved from the history of the 
Church in its ancient days, and he could not 
believe that membership of Christ’s Church 
on earth was so indifferent a thing that 
millions could live, and had lived, such truly 
Godly lives as had been lived in unepiscopal 
communions and yet be outside its bounds. 
But he did hold, most firmly, that episcopacy 
was for the well- -being of the Church. 


CONTINUITY SINCE ST. PATRICK. 

They, as members of the Church. of Ireland. 
might be rightly thankful that they were an 
episcopal Church; and, he would add, that 
they had the episcopal succession in unbroken 
continuity since St. Patrick preached 
in their island. That was another 
historic fact, and, though comment might 
be free, facts were sound. He might further 
say that he aise believed that episcopacy 
was*tlecessary for the esee the existence, of 
a united wniversal Church. He was not 
speaking from a technical, but from a 
practical standpoint. What he meant was 
that in no other way, as things were. could 
Christ’s wish be fulfilled, '“ that they all 
may be one,” except, to adopt the words of 
Oliver Cromwell, “by a settlement with 
somewhat of episcopal ‘order in it.’

LOST SUBMARINE M 2. 
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A LONG ENDURANCE 
DIVE. 


——€ 
Te First Lord of the Admiralty (Sir 


Bolton Exvres-Monsell) made a state- 
ment on the loss of Submarine M2, in 
reply to a question put by Viscount Cran- 
borne in the House of Commons yesterday. 
The First Lord said—His Majesty's Sub- 
marine M2 left Portland at about 9 a.m. on 
Tuesday, 26th January, to carry out inde- 
pendent exercises in West Bay. At ll 
minutes past 10 a.m. the Commanding 
Officer reported by wireless to H.M.S. 
Titania, the Submarine Depot ie at, Port- 
land, that he was about to dive. No further 
signal was received, but uneasiness regarding 
the safety of M2 did not arise for some 
hours, as her Commanding Officer, before 
leaving Portland, had expressed his inten- 
tion of carrying out a Jong endurance dive, 
for the purpose of training the crew. 


THE SEARCH. 
At sunset, however, M2 having neither re- 
turned to harbour, nor been sighted,\and no 
surfacing signal having been received from 
her, the Titania commenced to call her by 
wireless. As she was unable: to establis 
communication by wireless, two sobmarines, 
and all available surface vessels from Port- 
land were at once despatched fo search for 
the submarine in the area in which she had 
been operating. 

At the ms time the Commander-in- 
Chief. Portsmouth, and the Submarine Head- 
quarters at Fort Blockhouse, Gosport, were 
informed by wireless signal that M2 was 
missing, the immediate result being that the 
complete organisation for searching for, and 
salving, submarines was brought into force. 
force. 

Sweeping operations were commenced, and 
have continued unceasingly ever since, all 

ssible means of locating the submarine, 
including aircraft, being employed under 
the direction of Rear-Admiral, Submarines, 
but so far without success. Numerous ob- 
structions have been caught in the sweeps, 
but on examination by divers have been 
proved to be old wrecks. 

The position mentioned by the Master of 
the steamship, Tynesider, has been inten- 
sively searched, but has revealed nothing up 
to. date. 

MOST UNUSUAL FEATURE. 

The complete absence of any sign of float- 
ing wreckage, or of oil, or air bubbles, is a 
most unusual feature of the case. The 
Coxswain of M2’s cap (floating) a canvas 
bay, containing a pair of hand-flags, as used 
ate by submarines, and also a chief petty 
offices’s collar have been found—the last two 
in a sweep which had fouled an obstruction. 

A full mquiry into all the circumstances 
will be held in due course, but until the 
submarine has been located and examined 
the cause of the disaster must remain un 
known.

Jt is one of 
the principal causes of unbalanced 
Budgets in a large number of countriés.

Continuing, the President said :— 
‘The world is looking to us to make 
a definite advance along the road to gene- 
ral disarmament. I would remind you 
that life—for nations as well as for in- 
dividuals—is a story of opportunities 
missed, as well as of opportunities seized. 
and that some of the great tragedies of 
history have been dune, not to wantonness 
of action, but to the folly of inaction. Our 
task at this Conference is one that calls 
imperatively for clear, detinite and von- 
structive action. 


‘The League of Nations, whose 
initiative has brought us together, has, 
ever since its foundation. worked -con- 


tinuously for the organisation of peace. It 
has worked with a growing consciousness 
that at the heart of the problem of peace 
is this question of disarmament. We 
have to break the vicious circle in which 
the natiuns of the world are again in 
danger of being caught. A sense of in 
security leads to an increase of arma- 
ments ; an increase in arinaments further 
aggrayutes the sense of insecurity; and. 
unless the circle can be broken, the 
process goes inevitably forward. The over 
burdened nations can then tind no re- 
lease from their mutual distrust, excert 
in open conflict.’’ Mr. Henderson followed 
with a somewhat exhaustive historical 
survey of ‘the events leading up to the 
present Conference, and stressed the 
view that a long process. of preparation 
had been necessary to ensure. ultimate 
success, and added :— | ad 

“If a Disarmament Conterence had 
been convened ten years previously, 
on the basis of the text of Article 8 
of the Covenant, that Conference 
would certainly, owing to lack of ade- 
uate preparation, ve ended in 


menacing portent of 
acts of war—they are little else—taking 
' place between two nations. 

“ This Conference must not part until 
there has been a clear and definite step 
towards general disarmament.”’ 

The Archbishop of York said that 
when nations consented to construct 
only such armaments as all nations on 
council agreed, the greatest of all steps 
would have been taken from the stage of 
political barbarism, in which competition 
was dominant over co-operation, to that of 
political civilisation, where co-operation 
was dominant over competition. 

Referring to the position in Shanghai, 
the Archbishop of York said :— 

“ H is not open to anyone, who has a 
trace of human sympathy about him, to 
regard as tolerable that an open quarter of 
a crowded civilian town should be bombed 
from the air. 

“We should desire our country, through 
its representatives on the League Council, 
to take a lead in insisting upon the 
League's authority being observed in such

ENERAL O’DUFFY, Commissioner 
of the Civic Guard, speaking to an 
Trish Times representative yesterday with 
reference to the proposed reduction in 
the pay of all ranks of the Guards, stated : 

“ The first decision of the Government 
was a ‘cut’ of five per cent. in the basic 
pay of all ranks of the Garda. This, of 
course, would affect pensions. 

“The Representative. Body is now 
being called to consider a new pruposil— 
an increase of five per cent. in the de- 
duction made from pay towards pension. 
So far as the Garda are immediately 
concerned the contribution of each mem- 
ber would be exactly the same amount, 
and the Exchequer would benefit by the 
same amount, bat the pension prospects 
would not be-interfered with—that is, 
pensions. would be based on the present 
pay. 

“The Representative Body may, of 
course, put up alternative proposals or 
amendments, and these will be considera] 
by the Government. 

“The provincial meetings which 1 am 
attending have been called for the pur- 
pose of filling the vacancies created on 
the Central Representative Body by the 
resignation of all its members, and to 
enable the delegates to instruct their re- 
presentatives on the Central Body in re- 
gard to the new proposal, amendments 
thereto, or alternative proposals.’’

night, Mr. Hilton Edwards says: “ It is 
almost impossible at this date to do anything 
new with ‘ Hamlet.’ It is even undesirable. 
Rather is it time to deliver the play from 
much ‘ newness,’ that it may emerge in the 
pristine simplicity and power that is so much 
a of its tness. While it may not be 
either possible or desirable to do anything 
completely new with “ Hamlet,” it is still, 
and probably always will be, both desirable 
and possible to have a novel interpretation. 
We have become so familiarised with Hamlets 
who played as if t suffered from epilepsy, 
combined with St. Vitus’s Dance, that any- 
thing approaching the Shakespearian must 
hailed with joy. 

And that is precisely how Mr. Mac- 
Liammoir’s Hamlet should be hailed. ‘** The 
whole function conforming to his conceit.’’ 
he offers a Hamlet who is logical and senti- 
mental, simple afd sophisticated, cunning and 
cowardly, and, above all, an acceptable and 
knowable human being. The novelty of his 
interpretation, and of the entire production, 
lies in the fact that the famous soliloquies are 
spoken exactly as thoughts; they are never 
used as set recitations, for which the audience 
is expected to prick its ears. Because of this 
“ Hamlet ’’ has all the freshness of the latest 
play by Eugene O'Neill, and much of the 
complexity of one by Pirandello. So in his 
effort to eschew “ newness’’ Mr. Edwards 
has actually achieved the unknown 


Shakespeare. 


EFFECT OF SIMPLICITY. 

Through simplicity Mr. Edwards has 
brought the magnificence of the play into 
strong relief. The story is clear-cut, runnin 
with that inevitableness which is the mark o 
the master dramatist, and such ‘‘cuts”’ as 
have been necessary do not impair the 
tremendous impetuosity of the verse. ‘‘ Thus 
we are able to offer,” as Mr. Edwards says, 
‘‘an almost complete Hamlet, with the scenes 
played in exactly the order in which Shakes- 

intended they should be played.” 

With such a large company it could not be 
expected that all the parts would be played 
with competence, but some performances 
reached a remarkably high level.
